| HOLIDAY MIRTH. 

Under misty skies, 7000 men, women and children wended 
their way to the river wharf early today to fill five large lake steamers 
with holiday mirth in a trip to Michigan City. The steamer Eastland. 
brought to Chicago from Lake Erie after an unsatisfactory career, 
was the first to be loaded. = : 

Rain began to fall as the wharf superintendents lifted the gang 
planks from the Eastland, declaring that the government limit of 
2500. passengers had been reached. White dresses peeped from 
rain coats along the shore rails as those aboard waved good-by to 
friends on’ shore waiting to board the other vessels. Then the pas- 
sengers swarmed to the left side of the ship as the other steamers 
drew up the river towards the wharf until a tug was hitched to the 


,| Eastland, ropes were ordered cast off and the engines began to hum. 


The Eastland had not budged however. Instead the heavily laden 
ship wavered sidewise, leaning first toward the river bank. The 
lurch was so startling that many passengers joined the large concourse 
already on the other side of the decks. The ship then heeled back. It 
turned slowly but steadily towards its left side. Children clutched 
the skirts of mothers and sisters to keep from falling. The whole 
cargo was impelled towards the falling side of the ship. Water began 
to enter lower portholes and the ropes snapped off the piles to which 
the vessel was tied. Screams from passengers attracted the attention 
of fellow excursionists on the wharf awaiting the next steamer. 
out helplessly toward the wavering steamer. For nearly five minutes 
the ship turned before it finally dived under the swift current of the 
river, which, owing to the drainage canal system, flows from the lake. 
During the mighty turning of the ship with its cargo of humanity 
lifeboats, chairs and other loose appurtenances on the decks slipped 
down the sloping floors, crushing the passengers toward the rising 
waters. Then there was a plunge with a sigh of air escaping from 
the hold, mingled with the crying of children and shrieks of women 
and the ship was on the bottom of the river, casting hundreds of its 
Many sank, entangled with clothing and bundles and did not 
rise, but scores came to the surface, giving the river the appearance 
of a crowded bathing beach.

While Mr. Roop was exploring the 
wilds of Northern California in 1853 
he chanced on a beautiful valley 
through which a lovely stream wound 
ite way to a mountain lake. The re- 
gion was known as Honey Lake Val- 
ley on account of the honey-like dew 
deposited on the leaves of the trees 
near the lake. 

Mr. Roop was so charmed with the 
valley and its alluring prospects that. 
he located a tract of 160 acres along 
the river banks, laid out a townsite 
and named it for his handsome 
daughter, and built the first sawmill 
in that part of the State. 

Peter Lassen, for whom the great 
mountain, Lassen Peak, now an active 
vo 0, Was named, followed Mr. 
Roop in 1854 and located a ranch 
four miles north of Susanville, and 
the two pioneers organized the first 
oo nic lodge in Lassen county in 

Three years later they went on an 
exploring expedition to the moun- 
tains north of Pyramid Lake in the 
then new Territory of Nevada. There 
Lassen was treacherously killed by a 
man in ambush disguised as an In- 
dian, and his body was brought back 
to his home in Lassen county. : 

The funeral was held on his ranch 
under the auspices of the Masonic 
fraternity, and the people gathered 
from far and near to do honors for 
the notable event. Among those who 
attended the funeral was a young

By the rules proposed by the Chief, 
every member will start “even with 


effect. Demerits will be charged 
against the men for misconduct, evi- 
dence of delinquency, violation of 
rules, incompetency or “breach of 
g00d practice” not necessarily men- 
tioned in the rules. Demerits may 
also be charged against men who 
seek to evade their just debts. In 
every instance men will have a 
chance to defend themselves before 
demerits are charged against them. 
Merit marks to clear thetr records 
may be given for exceptional bravery 
or heroism, ty or “notably excel- 
lent conduct.” The Chief proposes 
to do away as nearly as possible with 
the practice of suspending men with- 
out pay but, in exceptional cases, this 
may still be done. In wiping out de- 
merits, a credit of five is given for 
perfect conduct for six months; ten 
for a year’s clear record and twenty 
to thirty credits are allowed for a per- 
fect record of two years. The scale 
of merits or however, is 
subject to revision.

{New York World:] This would be 
a cold, dreary world, indeed, without 
coal tar and all that through the ma- 


gic touch of science and indus- 
try it gives us. Among the things 
derived from it are the most delicate 
dyes, perfumes and flavorings, some 
of the most valuable medicines, the 
most powerful explosives, aphalt for 
pavements, oils for lighting, lubricat- 
ing and burning; photographic devel- 
opers, — benzine, naphtha, gas- 


ne, 

When, early last century, it was dis- 
covered that illuminating gas could 
be made by burning coal, the tar res- 
idue was almost a waste product. But 
Frederick Accum suggested that tar 
be boiled in a still and the volatile 
products be collected and condnesed. 
The process yielded two oils, one light 
and volatile, the other heavy. The 
latter was used as a preservative for 
wood under water. The former was 
adopted by a Glasgow chemist named 
Macintosh as a waterproofing for 
clothing, and garments so treated still 
bear his name. It was used also as a 
solvent in varnish-making and as coal 
naphtha for lighting. 

Hofmann extracted benzine from 
naphtha, and his pupil, Perkin, while 
trying to produce an artificial quinine, 
discover that by treating benzine 
with nitric acid and powdered castiron 
it could be turned into aniline. This 
worked a revolution in the color indus- 
try, almost abolishing the vegetable 
indigo, from which so many brilliant 
colors had hitherté been obtained. 

Perkin discovered also that anthra- 
cene, one of the heavier oils of coal 
tar, could, by heating it with zinc 
filings, take the place of the expensive 
vegetable madder as a dye. Thus, he 
produced alizarin, one pound of 
which has the coloring power of 
ninety pounds of madder.In this way 
the rich purpies, violets, reds, browns, 


When the benzine has done its 
work in the aniline s*ill, the dust is 
used by gas manufacturer to 
cleanse his coal gas from sulphur. 
Then it is pased on to the chemist, 
who burns the sulphur out of it and 
makes sulphuric acid. 

Perkin made the perfume known as 
“New Mown Hay” from anothet prod- 
uct of tar. He turned the vanillin of 


ks, blues and greens are produced, | 


treating ne with an acid he 

tated ofl of aimonds, and by mixing 
this with vanillin produced heliotrope 
perfume. 

Further steps in the refinement and 
distillation of coal tar oils pro- 
duced carbolic acid, saccharin, anti- 
pyrin, phenacetin, aspirin and many 
other medicines, antiseptics and pre- 
servatives. 

In yet another direction some of the 
coal tar oils have been turned into 
such explosives as are now being used 
in the shells and cannon of the Eu- 
ropean war.

Henry Heinelle of Santa. Monica, 
who two years ago sent geologists on a 
hike to the wilds of the Malibu by re- 
porting the discovery of a nest o 
Gunes of singing sands, has again 
caused nature students to sit up and 
take notice. This time he reports the 
discovery of a clump of whispering 
trees. The find was made far up in 
Los Tunas Canyon, where the county 
surveyor’s gang recently ran lines for

THE WAR AT CLOSE RANGE. - 


AT THE FRONT WITH THREES ARMIES. By 
Granville Forteseue, Brentano's, New York. 


FEW months ago English newspaper- 
dom received the thrill of its life; a 
veritable temblor rocked its ivy-man- 

tled traditions. An American newspaper 
man interviewed the King of the Belgians! 

Unthinkable! The idea of a correspond- 
ent buttonholing royalty and directing in- 
quisitive questions at the anointed ear of 
a potentate never, as one English editor ad- 
mitted, seemed feasible. : 

That correspondent is the author of “At 
the Front with Three Armies.” Of his in- 
terview with King Albert, .Mr. Fortescue 
has little to say. He treats it as all in the 
day's work, a good stunt, to be related and 
dismissed. 


During the first few months of the war 
he covered more mileage than any other 
correspondent, scurrying about from place 
to place. He was in Liege during the bom- 
bardment, at Brussels, Namur, Dinant, vis- 
ited Germany, came back to the French 
army, and jumped im and out and round 
about the battle lines. 

Every chapter in the book is interesting, 
though the essential facts have been re- 
lated in other books which able correspond- 
ents have previously gotten into print. 
However, there are 80 many phases of this 
wr, such an infinite variety of poignant im- 
pression to be had from intimacy with war 
=, that the subject is 

e. 

One of the unusual chapters relates Mr. 
Fortescue’s observations in Berlin made at 
the time Von Kluck’s army was at the 
gates of Paris. Every morning the Berlin- 
ers expected to read that the city had fallen 
—and no amount of official explanation 
could cheer them up when it became 
known that Von Kluck had fallen back. 

The Germans, he found, have a rather 
cruel way of sending news of a soldier's 
death. One morning a mother, a wife'or a 
sister receives back a letter she has sent 
to the loved one on the firing line. In red 
ink, across the face of the envelope, is writ- 
ten the pregnant word: ‘“Gefallen.” 

Mr. Fortescue describes well the indom- 
itable spirit of the Belgians, the grim de- 
termination of individual soldiers. He has 


obviously tried to be fair to all nationall- | 


tles, but can scarcely contain himself when 
describing the bombardment of the Rheims 
Cathedral, where German inded were 
themselves deposited—and were cremated 
by the fire which shells started. 

He explains that the publication of the 
book was delayed some three months while 
being rigidly censored by the Press Bureau 
of England; and we are pleased to hote 
that it is published fn uncensored form in 
this country. So far as we may judge, no 
secrets inimical to the success of English 
arms are revealed. It is purely such a 
book as one expects from an able corre- 
spondent who has seen unearthly sights, 
who has studied the war at close range, 
and who desires to tell of his observations 
and experiences.

Bayonne Workers They Will Not 
Accede to Demands. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
NEW YORK, July 24.—Efforts to 
settle the strike of 1500 Bayonne oil 
workers which has been marked by 


serious riote and the killing of three 
strikers, failed tonight when the Stan- 
dard Oil Company of New Jersey no- 
tified the men that it would not accede 
to their modified demands. 

The strikers then voted not to re- 
turn to work on Monday. Nearly 
6000 more men from the Tidewater 
company’s plant, thrown out of work 
by the strike, will aso remain idle. 
In their demands the strikers ex- 
pressed their willingness to accept a 
15 per cent. increase in wages with 
a fifty-four hour week, or to return 
to work en Monday, leaving the sev- 
eral points tn the dispute to be de- 
cided by a board of arbitration that 
would later be appointed. 

The proposals were refused because 
the company officials claimed they did 
not represent all employees.

mediators, said tonight: 

“Tl feel that we will yet succeed in 
reaching an amicable understanding.”
